In the matter of wheat, particularly, 

1 More Wheat | we have recently fallen behind the world's 

| || expectations. Some months ago this 

newspaper presented figures going to show 

T= — that the demand for white bread has been 

steadily growing during recent years until it is now almost universal. 

It has everywhere superseded brown and black bread. All the 

world has become a consumer of flour, which means that all the 

world has become a consumer of wheat. Even China and Japan 

are learning to eat-white bread. More than that, the orientals who 
have tried it like it, and are demanding moré and more of it. 

Over 600,000,000 people, nearly twice as many as forty vears 
ovo, are now cating. white bread. The average consumption of 
wheat per head of population in this country twenty-five years ago 
was four and a half bushels vearly; the average 1s now up to six 
bushels vearly. \Ve are not only eating more of it in the form of 
bread, but we are great consumers of cereal foods made of wheat 
products. A\gnes C. Laut, discussing the matter in the Circle, puts 
the matter very succinctly when she asks us to multiply our popula- 
tion of 87,000,000 by six. This would give us a total of 522,000,000, 
which would represent the number of bushels of wheat needed to go 
around at home. Our average wheat erop at the present time is about 
(00,000,000) bushels. Add Canada’s 100,000,000 bushels and we 
have a total of S00,000,000, \Ve had a short crop this year, and 
the fact that numerous steamers left ew York, Boston and other 
ports without wheat when they would gladly have carried cargoes of 
it was good’ evidence that we had little for export. A stronger indi- 
cation that we are not contributing as we once did to the world’s 
supply of wheat 1s evidenced by the fact that we had to import large 
quantities of the grain last summer to make our shortage good. 

Wheat is not only golden in color but in worth. Twice the 
present vield is easily possible m this country. Those who are 
raising it are making money. Others can make money in the same 
line. More wheat should be sown not only because it is a profitable 
crop for the farmer but because a larger crop annually is necessary, 
that the cost of living may be kept down. , 


RAILWAY activity in Chile is a prominent 
factor in South American development. 
Owing to the long and narrow territory of 
the republic, on the precipitous western slopes 
of the Andes, railroad construction ts divided 
in two classes, longitudinal and Andean. 
As Chile's Pacific coast line is nearly 3000 
miles long and not less than sixty ports, of 
which fourteen are ports of entry, most of 
the important centers can be reached by 
water, and thus the building of railroads is not such an imperative 
necessity as, for instance, it is in the vast pampas of the Argentine 
Kepublic. Moreover, the interior of the northern provinces that 
once belonged to Bolivia and Peru and that contain the rich nitrate 
mines, 1s a desert requiring merely local lines from the sea to the 
nunes. The south, however, with its vast agricultural and lumber 
interests, has an extensive and growing railroad system. But here, 
too, water transportation 1s an important item, for the total navigable 
length of the Chilean rivers comes close to 1000 miles. 

The great Transandine railroad connecting Valparaiso with 
Buenos Aires has long been a prominent factor for peace and 
neighborly understanding .between the two republics, and the 
completion of the tunnel through the crest of the Andean range, 
which will finally establish uninterrupted railroad communication, 
is expected to open the whole line to public traffic in March, 1910. 

Through the new American-built Oruro-Viacha line in Bolivia. 
there 1s now avsecond railroad connection between La Paz. the 
solivian capital and the Pacific, at Antofagasta, the Chilean nitrate 
port. The first connection was by the Mollendo-Puno line in Peru. 
and Chile now proposes to build a third line, midway between the 
two, from Arica to La Paz, covering the shortest distance. The 
construction of this line has been awarded to a big’ [english 
engineering firm and is expected to be one of the greatest feats of 
railroad construction anywhere on the globe. Another English firm 
has secured the contract for the building of the longitudinal line 
from Copiapo northward. This is to be one of the principal links 
in the line that will run through the entire stretch of the republic 
from the frontier of Peru to the straits of Magellan. 

Although England is now in command of the railroad situation 
in most parts of South America, it should be recalled that the first to 
conceive transandine railroad construction there were Americans— 
Meigs on the Pacific and Wheelwright on the Atlantic.

In casting about for suitable steamship connection, it has been 
found that the Lloyd Brasileiro will be able to give Mexico quick 
communication not only with Argentine, but with New Orleans, the 
West Indies, Brazil, Uruguay and Paraguay, and even with the 
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Peruvian and Bolivian ports on the upper Amazon and its affluents ; 
for this admirable steamship company has vast river services reaching 
all the important inland centers situated on the multitude of South 
America’s navigable rivers to the very edge of the Andes mountains. 

The Mexican ports of Tampico in the north and Progreso on 
the peninsula of Yucatan, as well as the gulf terminus of the Tehuan- 
tepec intef-oceanic railroad, Puerto Mexico, are to be made ports ot 
call, and the new service’ would, as a matter of fact, represent an 
enlargement of the Lloyd Brasileiro’s New Orleans service. In view 
of the growing importance of the Mexican inter-oceanic railroad as 
a factor in the trade between the east and west coasts, the steamship 
connection with South America as made possible through the ex- 
tensive maritime and fluvial services of the Lloyd Brasileiro is an 
aspect of the situation that has especial interest for the Panama canal. 
For a trade is thus likely to be built up that must eventually devolve 
a fair quota from the railroad on to the ship canal. 

But what is of ®ore interest vet is the fact that it 1s no longer 
Iuropean superiority alone that the United States is made to 
feel in steamship transportation on the coasts of the western hemis- 
phere. It is a Latin-American concern that is boldly bidding for 
what should have long ago become the exclusive sphere of Yankee 
enterprise.

The rule he follows 
includes within the anthropographic city all contiguous areas having 
everywhere 10,000 inhabitants to the square mile. Under such a 
rule, all of Richmond, and much ot Brooklyn, Queens and Bronx 
would be excluded trom the anthropographic citv otf New York, 
while Jersey City, Hoboken and Newark would be included. 

According to this method of computation, the population of 
political New York in 1900 was 5,437,202, while that of anthropo- 
graphic New York was 3,636,000. In Chicago and Philadelphia the 
rule worked differently, however. The former city had a political 
population of 1,698,575 in 1900 and an anthropographic population 
of only 1,500,000, while the figures tor Philadelphia were 1,205,697 
and 1,142,000; St. Louis had the same population politically and 
anthropographically, while Boston, on the other hand, had a political 
population of 560,892 and an anthropographic population of 681,- 
VOU. Krom an anthropographic point of view, therefore, Boston 
would have changed places with St. Louis. 

According to Protessor Jetferson's calculations, the anthropo- 
eraphic population of New York city in 1905 was 4,232,000, while 
Chicago had advanced to only 1,755,000, Philadelphia to 1,273,000 
and Boston to 756,000 and St. Lows had. retrograded to 554,000 
The professor puts the population of London in 1905 at 5,581,000, 
and insists that if New ork maintams its present rate of increase 
it will pass the British capital in twenty years. It has already 
passed all the other preal uropean Cities

a few vears ago, as Berbera on the Rritish mn ve 
Somali coast, Jibut ale neside of it on French 
territory, and Hodeida, the Turkish-\rahian 
port on the Red sea. Many of the larger modern vessels, unable to 
enter the mner harbor of Aden, and unwilling to suffer the expense 
of lighterage. have dropped the call entirely by enlarging their 
bunker’ sufficiently to take enough fuel to carry them from Suez to 
Colombo and vice versa. 

To remedy this state of affairs, the Aden Port Trust at the 
beginning of the year decided to make extensive improvements, 
dredging the entire area of the mooring basin in the inner harbor 
and the entrance channel. \Work was begun in Mareh last and, 
although the contract called for completion within two vears, it Is 
now certain that by the end of kebruarv next the entire project will 
have been carried out so that the very largest vessels that can now 
pass through the Suez canal will be accommodated in the inner harbor 
of Aden. 

This much-needed activity in Aden harbor forms a parallel to 
the vast WNpros ements now carried on at puigapore, that other citadel 
of British imperial sway, There, too, eompetition had made itself 
keenly felt for some years, thanks to the.awakéning activity of the 
Dutch in making the best of their opportunities in the Malay archi- 
pelago. Of the rivals that have artsen to Singapore, tlfe best known, 
but not the only one, is Sabang, at the entrance of the straits of 
Malacca. This competition, so surprising and frequently alarmung 
to British interests, is proving a needed stimulus to British enterprise, 
to which a too-long-enjoyed monopoly had been wholly unfavorable. 
The magnificent works undertdken both at Aden and Singapore, 
together with the project for a new naval base at Bombay. are 
irrefutable and welcome evidences of Great Britain's continued 
supremacy, While the fact that the Suez canal, when fully dredged 
in another five years, will allow far larger vessels to pass through 
than at present is a guarantee for still vaster improvements to be 
carried out by Great Britain in the harbors of her empire.

At the outset of this trip President Taft was impressed by the 
possibilities of the magnificent stream upon which he was being 
carried toward the gulf, as well as by the apparent neglect of them. 
\Whenever he was called upon to speak on the subject he declared 
himself warmly in sympathy with waterway development, and 
repeated his assurance that he wotild recommend favorable legislation 
to Congress. But if he was not so careful at the beginning, he took 
pains later to make it clear that he would only favor federal aid in 
such Cnterprises ot this character as had proved themselves entitled 
to it. At New Orleans he became still more conservative. “I am 
in favor of finding out what you are going to do with the Mississippi 
river, he said, “betore you go and spend all your money.” He 
added: “You have brought us to a point where we must ‘come 
We must find out what we can do, what it 
will cost, how long it will take and what the result of it will be.” 
But he got nearer to the root of the question when he said: “I am 
In favor of issuing bonds for $63,000,000 to make improvement in 
the Olno river that has been shown to be practicable,” and here he 
pointed to the pronuse otf steady freight business from coal mines 
and other sources that the Ohio river case holds out. 

The Mississippi river deep waterway advocates have been fully 
warned. It President Taft had not discouraged the notion that a 
great sum of money would be spent upon the improvement of that 
stream without any assurance of its being employed for carrying 
freight atterward, Congress would have done so. It is questiormable 
whether the Ohio river promise will be accepted as sufficient. In 
fact, it is questionable whether Congress can be induced to deat with 
the deep waterway question in a large and comprehensive way until 
greater uses made of the rivers than at present. The Kansas City 
plan of building up a trade on the Missouri and the Mississippi as 
they are today, and the St. Louis idea of putting great freighters 
on the river between that citv and the gulf, point to better results 
than anything that the movement for federal assistance has brought 
into view. If private capital and the states will make use of the 
present channels to the extent of showing that more business would 
result froth the deepening of them, it will be much easier to enlist the 
government in further improvements and in their permanent 
maintenance.
